In a companion action, the Federal 
Reserve Board — at Carter's request 
clamped tighter restrictions on con- 
sumer credit card use and on business 
borrowing. 

The Fed also announced tt would 
take steps to discourage big banks 
from borrowing money In an effort to 
force them to reduce lending — some- 
thing the president sees as a major 
cause of the nation's economic pro- 
blems. 

Carter said he was "certain" the 
United'States wlli experience a "sub- 



stantial reduction In Inflation- later 
this year" because of the "drastic" 
new policies, although he said prices 
will continue to accelerate for the next 
few months,

BOISE — Creation of two minimum 
flows on Sliver Creek came one step ' 
-closer toa|)prova1 Friday: 

On *a unanimous vote, the Senate 
Resour^.' anfl Environment Com- 
mittee stamped Its -approval on the 
two flows, proposed earlier this year 
_by the Water Resources Board, 

The move came after Buhl fish 
farmer Ken Ellis wlthdrcw his re- 
.quest with the Idaho Department of 
Water Resources that he be allowed to 
build, two fish hatcheries on one 
segment of the famous Blaine County 
trout stream. 

The committee action means House 
_Co ncurre m nosnimiDn JZwill comeupi. 
for a final Senate vote within a week. 

That measurc'passcd the House of 
Representatives on a 63-4 vole earlier 
this month, 

If approved by the Senate, the 
resolution would create two separate 
minimum — or In-strenm — flows on' 
Silver Creek. 

The first would designate a flow of 
99 cubic feet per second (cfs) from the 
confluence of Grove Creek and 
Stalker Creek to the PIcabo Bddse. 



.The. second .would jKt.a, now_ofj4_cfB_ 
from the PIcabo Bridge downstream 
to where Silver Creek Intersects with 
U.S. Highway 93. 

— Estobltshment of-o-mlnimum-flow^ 
Is creation of a -new water right. In 
this case, the two minimum flows 
were proposed to preserve the water 
quality and fisheries of Silver Creek. 
L As new water-rights,.lhe-two-nows- - 
would be subservient to any earlier 
water rights established on Silver 
Creek, but would have precedence 
over any later water rights 
established on that body of water.

The cause of the crash In Turkey was unknown but 
one villager spld he saw the huge turbo-prop plane 
plunge to earth In a boll of flames. .

At St. Clare's Hospital. Dr. William Mltty Jr.. said, 
"His heart Just failed to continue to function, and he 
died." 

Police and witnesses said the suspect. Dennis 
Sweeney, New London, Conn., hod calmly walked into 
Lowensteln's office and shot him three times in the 
' chest and once In the arm, driving the former Nassau 
County congressman off his chair and onto the floor. 

Sweeney allegedly then put the 9-mm Spanish 
automatic weapon In a receptionist's "In" tuiskct and 
sat down to owalt the arrival of police. 

Police said It appeared the Incident stemmed from 
a dilute over a lawsuit.

-and-1450;- when -education- was-less- 
cstecmcd than now. And It fell to llio 
monits of various rcliglouis orders to 
-preserve the ver>- foundatiaiis ot 
Western culture and civilization. 

With palnstaitlng efforts and some- 
times exquisite beauty, the Medieval 
monk-copyists sought to ensure that 
the Important documents, whether 
■sermons from an early bishop or 
secular letters and treatises were 
preserved, circulated and handed 
down from generation to generation. 

And now another group of monks, 
working out ol Saint John's Abbey.. 
Collcgevllle, Minnesota, Is practlclnj; 
that same kind of preservation - this 
lime using hlgli technology. 

It waS the Benedictines who did 
most of the copying and preservation 
during the Middle Ages. 
At the abbey, the largest 
--Bcncdlctinc-Abbcy-in-the-United- 
.Statcs. the Hill Monastic Microfilm 
Library hos been carrying on the task 
of microfilming of the very manu- 
sc rlpts so pajnstakinuly copied and 
preserved by the Mcdieval nionasllc 
orders. 

The idea for the mlcrofllmlnf! pro- 
ject, says tlie Rev. Julian Plante. 
director of the project, come from 
Pope Pius XII, who had already 
begun the task of mIcrofilmInK the 
Vatican manuscript library In IQSG. 

"Why don'l you. In line with your 



15th century tradition, go into the hills 
and valleys, (jo Inlo the monastarlcs 
and small religious communities and 
do the sumS thing," Plunte quolcd the 
pope us suggesting.

.In the first.plpce,. many of the 
manuscripts that has been preserved 
In the monastic libraries were disin- 
tegrating and threatened to crumble 
to nothlnglfliandled.

While the monastic 
libraries contain extensive, docu- 
ments, scholars do not know what 
kind of malerliil is in what monastery. 

But using the technologi' of a Xerox 
Corp. subsidiary, University 
Microfilm, the monks at the Hill 
Monastic Manuscript Library have

Altogether, by drilling wells .and 
using sprinkler systems, he has

Salmon Fallsplarv

IDAHO FALLS — Upper Snake 
River water users recorded a re- 
sounding "No" Thursday when asked 
to comment on the Salmon Falls 
division wotcr project. 

More than 200 people met at the 
West Bonk Motel convention room, 
where the federal Water and Power 
Resources Service held a three-hour 
hearing on the environmental Impact 
of the project. 

Only two of 30 speakers favored the< 
project. designed to provide 
supplemental Irrigation water for 
B7S-0O0 acres of scml-arld farmland 
by pumping water from the Snake 
River and the Snake River Plain 
Aquifer." 

— Both mon^who"favorcd"the-project 
represented the Salmon Klvcr Canal 
Co.. one of two farm groups request- 
ing the $100 million project. Reaction 
was reversed at a Twin Falls hearing 
the day before, where fiirmcrs who 
would ixsnefit from the project over- 
whelmingly endorsed It. 



Eastern Idaho ' residents used 
phrases such as "water piracy act" 
and "absolute balderdash" to de- 
scribe the proJecL Congress 
authorized the project study In 1972, 
although construction money has not' 
been appropriated. 
■ Much of the criticism decried the 
WPRS draft environmental statement 
for Its iallurc to consider the econom- 
ic, recreational and emotional Impact 
the water project would have on cast 
Idaho's farmers. The report dealt in 
more detail with southwest Idaho's 
needs, critics charged. 

"We say get your covetous eyes off 
the supposedly limitless water supply 
in the Coltman area," said ulcne 
Butlkofer, who lives north of Idaho 
-FallsTiear the proposed well site. 
- "The reason It appears limitless Is 
we keep rcsupplying it with irrlgaUon 
water," she said. "Once the water Is 
removed It's gone." 

WPRS regional planning officer 
Larry VInsonhaler said an average of 
35,000 acre feet of water would be 
pumped each year from the aquifer. A 



41-year study that ended In 196a 
showed adequate water from other 
sources for 23 years.' he says. 

Lloyd J. Webb, Salmon River Canal 
Co. attorney, said Salmon Falls area 
farmers' needs for supplemental 
water arc dcspera'te. He estimated 
the wells would have to be used one 
year out of every seven. 

Donald W. Shanton of Dubois, rep- 
resenting a number of canal compa- 
nies, said the project could severely 
damage or dnicte the sub-surface 
water level of the Mud Lake area. He ' 
and others contended electric power 
needed to operate the wells would 
deplete much needed power for Idaho 
Falls-area irrigation wells. 

"We suggest the federal gov- 
-ernment'do" studies to recharge the— 
■ aquifer -rather-- than destroy it," - 
Shanton said. 

Dale Rockwood, a member of the 
Committee of Nine, which represents 
waterusers from MUner to Ashton, 
suggested a solution might be to 
construct more upstream water- 
storage raclllties.

Latest Forest Service ruling riot helping to slow rise in ski lift ticket prices 



SUN VALLEY :- Skiers who hoped 
Uncle Sam would put the brakes on 
lift ticket prices didn't get much of an 
edge from a new Forest Service 
rullns. 

Forest Service Deputy Chief J.B. 
Hllmon Issued a policy draft Feb. 20 
stating that . prices charged . by 
permltecs on federal land must be 
"reasonable." The. policy applies to 
resort services such as ski Ufts and 
tmat docks. 



But Hilmon stopped short of en- 
dorsing the use of profit and loss 
statements to determine reason- 
ableness; 

■Hie notional Sklflation Committee, 
headquartered in Kctchum, has 
stated that profits provide, the only 
true picture of whether lift ticket 
Increases arc reasonable. 

Responding to the proposal, Sklfla- 
tion atlomcy Stephen Crobtree said 
the directive "appcors to be nothing 



more than a rormalization of the 
Forest Service's total , rejection of - 
reforms" the committee has sought. 

He said no meaningful determina- 
tion of reasonableness Is possible 
without a Fonat Service review of 
resort earnings, returns on invest- 
ment and profits. 

The Sklflation Committee contends 
that Sun Valley Co. and other na- 
tionally-known resorts make up for 
losses In other oarts of their opera- 



tions by charging steep prices for lift 
tickets. 

Under the new policy, Forest 
Service manogers arc directed to 
comparc prices and services offered 
by resorts on federal land with those 
situated on private land.

MOSCOW I UPI) - The impact of 
human beings on the environment, in 
both bcnetlclal and detrimental -ways, 
has pushed birds from the eastern 
states Into the Northwest, says a 
University of Idaho scientist , 
■ Earl J. Larrlson. associate pro- 
fessor of zoology, says Increases In 
both the kinds and numbers ot eastern 
birds found In the West have acceler- 
ated since 1950. This ineludcs the blue 
Jay, bnrrcd owl. some warblers and 
vircos, he said. 



Larrlson theorizes that the move- 
ment has been prompted "about 
■50-50" by human development ' of 
Canada's prairie provinces and de- 
structive alternations of the birds' 
normal habitat. 

"Through planting of orchards and 
windbreaks along the region where 
the northern prairies meet the coni- 
ferous forests, man has created a. 
natural bridge over which tho birds 
can move," liesaid. 

Many eastern birds previously were 



stopped In their migrations west by 
either the evergreen forests of thO' 

' rfoTth 'or the vast treeless prairies. of . 
mid-continent, he said. The deciduous 
trees planted by settlers, however, 
have expanded tho cover needed by 

. the birds. 
. Larrlson will present his theory 
explaining the influx ot birds at a Joint 
meeting of the Northwest Scientific 
Association and '-Paclflc, Northwest 
Bird and Mammal Society scheduled 
for later this month In Moscow.
